Krista Dandridge-Barnett: Although true, | still maintain that for the protection of my rights as a Negro woman, the 
archival record, and for a point of reference regarding a Negro female authour, it is necessary that "Ley Lines by Krista 
Raina Dandridge-Barnett (The Complete Series: Episode One - Episode Nine)" is wholly registered with the Library of 
Congress.

Megan for/at the Library of Congress: "The application states that the works in the deposit were unpublished as of 

12/4/23. However, a statement in the uploaded work indicates that some or all of these works were published by you on 
Amazon. A brief internet search shows that these works were published in kindle format in March and April 2023. If this 
was the case, we can provide you information on how to register one of these works with this application and filing fee". 
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Krista Dandridge-Barnett: Although all episodes or chapters from "Ley Lines by Krista Raina Dandridge-Barnett" have 
been separately e-published on Amazon between March 05 - April 19, 2023, the actual "Ley Lines by Krista Raina 
Dandridge-Barnett (The Complete Series: Episode One - Episode Nine)" book itself has NEVER been published. 


Megan for/at the Library of Congress: "In your reply, please confirm that this information is correct and that these 
works were published between March and April of 2023. If the situation is otherwise, please explain. Once we have a 
clear and brief response, we can advise you further. To expedite your application process, please respond directly to this 
email. We are here to help". 


Krista Dandridge-Barnett: Please refer to my comments above. Additionally, it is my understanding that the Library of 
Congress is held within the confines of particular law, specifically statute and regulation, with regards to how the Library 
of Congress is allowed to operate in response to "copyrights". Thus far, it appears the Library of Congress has only 
referenced one code: 17 U.S.C. § 101. Even though, such communication from the individual and/or public or 
government employee or public or government official J McPherson for/and/or the Library of Congress for/and/or the 
Copyright Office for/and/or Copyright.gov in response to the afore-referenced code, any such response doesn't appear to 
be rooted within the confines of such code as it relates to ‘Ley Lines by Krista Raina Dandridge-Barnett (The Complete 
Series: Episode One - Episode Nine)".
